Exorhbitant Power is the wiid Beaft we 
hnnc, wherever he is, we muſr vakennel 
and difl»dge him; he is now in France, and 
v2 have almoſt hunted kim down; if he 
ſtifrs into Germany, France will help us to 
hunt hing out there. As to France, our Buſt» 
neſs is to prevent his Return thither, or 
baving- any Shelter there, if he does ; if he 
flies to any other Country, be it to Germa- 
2y, to Swedeland, to Spain, or «herever it iss 
nay if it were to England it (elf, ail the * 
reft of Europe are engag'd to purſue him, 
and give him no Reft, no not in Europe. 

T k:ow, ſome People are careful to put 
us in Mind, from whence this wild Beaft, 
call'd Exorbitant Power, came, 2nd how he 
came into France ; and aiſo to calculate or 
ſuggeſt where he may take Shelter, when
